KENT, Ohio AP) — A staff 
member o f the President’s Co m­ 
missio n o n Campus Unrest said 
to day 29 Ohio Natio nal Guards­ 
men “ fired a minimum o f 5 4 
sho ts in 11 seco nds” when fo ur 
students were slain here May 4. 
The 
co mmissio n, 
co ncluding 
a three-day hearing o n the Kent 
State Univ ersity campus, also 
was to ld: 
—The FBI fo und no ev idence 
o f a sniper o n the campus at 
that time. 
—Guardsmen Inv o lv ed in the 
sho o ting incident appeared “ ter­ 
ribly scared . 
. 
. they felt 
they were go ing to be o v erun.” 
—On the day befo re the sho o t­ 
ing guardsmen Iiad sho wn so me 
students ho w their guns were 
lo aded. 
Atty . Geo rge Warren o f Lans­ 
ing, Mich., a co mmissio n staf­ 
fer, repo rted no ev idence o f a 
sniper. 
He also said the FBI 
established tnat 4 5 guardsmen 
did no t fire their weapo ns, 4 7 
claimed they didn't and 29 did 
fire. 
Dennis Durand, o f Salem, a 
Marine 
Co rps v eteran 
and a 
Kent State student, said he act­ 
ed as a po lice info rmer o n stu­ 
dent activ ities befo re and dur­ 
ing the sho o ting incident. 
Durand, 
30, said there ap­ 
peared to be six o f eight “ ring 
leaders” and that o n two day s 
they talked o f attacking an Air 
Fo rce ROTC building, destro y ­ 
ing an ROTC supply depo t and 
burning the Kent State presi­ 
dent’s ho use, “ preferably with 
him in it.” 
Durand, head o f a Kent State 
v eterans 
asso ciatio n, 
said 
he 
was in a campus cro wd the 
day o f the sho o ting. 
“ I saw streams o f peo ple run 
at the guard,” Durand said. “ I 
heard the firing. I wo uld sug­ 
gest 
the 
guard 
was 
terribly 
scared by their actio ns and they 
felt they were go ing to be o v er­ 
run.” 
Durand also criticized o per­ 
atio ns o f the guard befo re the 
sho o ting, 
say ing “ it was ap­ 
pro aching 
the 
ludicro us.”

said guardsmen used tactics de­ 
signed to clear demo nstrato rs 
fro m city streets. Such tactics 
sho uld no t hav e been used in an 
o pen area, Durand said.

POLLUTION CAN UPSET the ecological balance 
of the seas ju st as easily as ru thless fishing prac­ 
tices.

and will, if the wind is right, 
spit at the other car. Since Si­ 
cilians mu st u se their hand s 
when making ex pressiv e state­ 
ments, neither d riv er has his 
hand s on the wheel when y ell­ 
ing at the other. 
If there are other passengers 
in the cars, they , too, will join 
in the argu ment. Ev en after the 
man who is d oing the passing 
has mad e the maneu v er, he will 
look back, wav ing both hand s 
at the d riv er he has passed , 
who in tu rn will retort by either 
wav ing his hand s or pressing 
the horn for as long as the bat­ 
tery will allow.

The one thing that can slow 
u p a Sicilian d riv er is a d onkey 
cart. All the d onkey carts in 
Sicily are beau tifu lly painted 


with pictu res of knights in ar­ 
mor and scenes of great bat­ 
tles. Driv ers of d onkey carts get 
most of their sleep on the road s 
of Sicily and the d onkey s seem 
to also. 
A d onkey cart can be fou nd 
on any sid e of a Sicilian road , 
going in any d irection. Althou gh 
the carts themselv es only take 
u p one lane, the hay the carts 
carry is pu rposely laid horizon­ 
tally across them, taking u p 
two or sometimes three lanes, 
thu s making it impossible to r 
any one to see what is happen­ 
ing u p ahead . 
Donkey d riv ers are u sed to 
the sou nd of au tomobile horns 
and can rarely be waked u p by 
one. The best thing y ou can d o 
when y ou ’re cau ght behind a 
d onkey cart is to relax and en­ 
joy the painted pictu res. 
It is an accepted fact that 
when a Sicilian car is approach­ 
ing a v illage, the d riv er speed s 
u p and presses his hand on the 
horn as hard as he can. Bu t in­ 
stead of frightening the v illag­ 
ers, it has ex actly the opposite 
effect.

Bu t it's not as d istant as y ou 
may think. For it is on this 
French island , as tou gh as its 
famed maqu is u nd erbru sh, that 
y ou encou nter a v irtu ally 
u n­ 
known mou ntain-top “Mafia’ — 
and d iscov er that the sou rce of 
v irtu ally all narcotics now be­ 
ginning to corrod e America's 
pu blic schools, colleges, slu ms 
as well as ind u stry , is the Arab 
world . 
Ind eed , there is ev id ence to 
prov e that many of the lou d est, 
most v iru lent 
Arab 
patriots, 
aome of the most intense lead ­ 
ers of anti-Israeli organizations, 
make millions of d ollars an­ 
nu ally ou t of d ope ru nning. 
These French-speaking mu lti­ 
millionaire Arab merchants, of­ 
ten liv ing lu x u riou sly in Paris, 
are the blood and cash partners 
of the French “ Mafia’’ which 
shu ttles between its nativ e Cor­ 
sica and the opiu m center of its 
world , bru tal Marseilles. 
Blu ntly , therefore, the Arab 
allies of the Sov iet Union, now 
Inex orably tightening their com­ 
pu terized -missile v ise arou nd Is­ 
rael. are the basic su ppliers of 
hard narcotics to the American 
criminal sy nd icates. 
So intimate is this Arab-Cor- 
•ican-French “Mafia’’ to the Si­ 
cilian cou nterpart which ru ns 
d ope into the U.S. v ia Montreal 
and Mex ico City , they call each 
other “cou sins.” 
Spend some time in Mar­ 
seilles, 
still 
consid ered 
the 
tou ghest town in the Western 
World . Then ship ov er to this 
island , make the coastal ru ns. 
Jeep u p into the little mou ntain 
towns with some Corsicans who 
hav e become French police of­ 
ficers and y ou get corroboration 
of what American intelligence 
has known for some time. 
The story and trails ru n in 
this fashion: The world 's big­ 
gest opiu m poppy crops are in 
Ind ia. It is carefu lly monitored 
and it is not as pu re as the 
Tu rkish 
harv est. 
In 
Tu rkey , 
where corru ption is as heav y a 
crop as its opiu m, the poppies 
grow d ensely in sev en prov inc­ 
es. In each the raising of opiu m 
poppy 
is controlled 
by 
the 
chiefs of the kazas, ad ministra­ 
tiv e d istricts. 
Palm “ grease” in the form of 
cash is an old kaza crop. Tae 
Tu rkish gov ernment d oes 
at­ 
tempt to control the growth of 
the poppy 
by bu y ing u p as 
much as it can for its gov ern­ 


ment monopoly , known in the 
trad e as Toprak. Bu t the opiu m 
grown in these sev en prov inces 
by some 9 0,000 Tu rkish farm­ 
ers, especially 
Afy on 
« which 
means opiu m) 
is mu ch 
too 
tempting and the foreign smu g­ 
glers zero in on it. They simply 
pay the Tu rkish farmers a few 
d ollars more per kilo than the 
gov ernment d oes. These farm­ 
ers and smu gglers are respon­ 
sible for 80 per cent of the hard 
narcotics 
smu ggled 
into 
the 
U. S. 
Now, it so happens that the 
e u gglers 
are 
commissioned 
and protected by wealthy “bro­ 
kers’’ operating basically in Sy ­ 
ria. There these brokers hav e 
powerfu l influ ence 
in gov ern­ 
ment circles 
consid ered 
the 
tou ghest, almost irrationally ir­ 
reconcilable of the Arab ene­ 
mies of Israel. 
The smu gglers bu y u p the 
poppies in Tu rkey . They 
load 
them on small tru cks, into old 
cars, on horses, d onkey s 
and 
camels. They then ru n the crop 
ov er the bord er into Sy ria. 
The Tu rkish police really try 
to mov e in. They cu t d own some 
of the smu gglers, who d o some 
fancy s h o o t i n g themselv es. 
Some y ears ago the Tu rks min­ 
ed 
the 
smu gglers 
trails. 
A 
tru ck and a mu le or two were 
blown u p. A few d ay s later the 
bord er ru nners ran sheep ov er 
the trails, ex plod ed the mines 
and then mov ed freely . 
Once in Sy ria, or in Lebanon, 
the opiu m is brewed , often in 
metal d ru ms, into a morphine 
base. This is packeted and ru n 
into su ch cities as Beiru t or 
Aleppo (Sy ria). Then the mor­ 
phine is shipped into Marseilles. 
There, across the lazy Med i­ 
terranean from this island , the 


French “ Mafia” ru ns the mor­ 
phine throu gh its own labora­ 
tories. These sometimes are in 
rat-filled slu m apartments. Or 
sometimes a v iUa is rented on 
the lov ely sea coast between 
Marseilles and Nice. 
There the waterfront crowd 
gets the heroin, which comes 
from the morphine base, and 
ships it to Corsica. And from 
this ancient town, on a clear 
d ay , they say y ou can see Sar­ 
d inia. 
The 
packaged heroin, 
now 
worth millions in the U. S., is 
shipped to Milano, Rome, Na­ 
ples, Sicily and to the Western 
Hemisphere, sometimes throu gh 
Palermo. 
Thu s it goes v ia Montreal or 
Mex ico City into the U. S. 
And the cash flow ru ns back 
throu gh Italy , throu gh Corsica, 
throu gh 
Marseilles 
(with 
its 
professionally d irected chemical 
labs) and back to the Lebanese 
and Sy rian 
merchant 
princes 
who hav e great influ ence on 
their gov ernments. It is they 
who make possible the flow in 
the first place. It is they who 
keep their gov ernments agitat­ 
ing for war. 
If they ev er fell ou t of grace, 
if ev er a peacefu l gov ernment 
cracked d own on them and their 
smu gglers, the narcotics traffic 
into the U.S. cou ld be d ammed . 
American teenagers wou ld not 
d ie from ov erd oses and ind u s­ 
try wou ld not find itself forced 
now to begin hold ing seminars 
on how to keep its employ es — 
on all lev els — from the habit. 
So Corsica is not so far from 
the Mid d le East, after all. Nor 
is New York or Los Angeles or 
mid d le America, or the local 
college campu s, or the big fac­ 
tory d own the tu rnpike.

d om in her efforts to effect a 
reconciliation 
withou t 
blood ­ 
shed with her ru naway colo­ 
ny . Howev er, after fiv e y ear* 
of inconclu siv e efforts, the gov ­ 
ernment of Rhod esia has final­ 
ly sev ered all connections with 
the mother cou ntry .

The letter also d irected at­ 
tention to the fact that Great 
Britain and other cou ntries hav e 
lost a v alu able and growing 
Central African market, and 
that the boy cott has been d e­ 
priv ing the United States and 
the free world of the principal 
aou rce of strategic chromiu m 
ore. The blockad e against oil 
Imports by Rhod esia has been 
costly to the British and u nsu c­ 
cessfu l, as Rhod esian need s hav e 
been su pplied by Sou th Africa 
and Portu gal. In the final anal­ 
y sis, the letter d eclared , the 
Eettlement of 
the 
Rhod esian 
problem can be consid ered as 
solely within the ju risd iction of 
the United Kingd om, and u p to 
now nothing has been accom­ 
plished by the sanctions. 
It is u nd erstood that the State 
Department here has shown a 
itrong interest in the commu ni­ 
cation sent by the members of 
the Hou se to the prime minis­ 
ter of Great Britain. Many of 
the representativ es are confi­ 
d ent that the State Department 
will asist them in their efforts 
to persu ad e Lond on to make a 
joint effort with Washington to 
bring abou t an aband onment of 
the economic sanctions by tho 
secu rity cou ncil of the U.N. 
When the action was first tak­ 
en by the secu rity cou ncil, the 
step was an u nu su al one and it 
was felt that it cou ld be a d an­ 
gerou s preced ent. 
For, 
when 
economic sanctions were ord er­ 
ed , 
most 
members natu rally 
wou ld comply , and this has 
meant 
interference 
with 
the 
cond u ct of the internal affairs 
of a nation. 
Irrespectiv e of the merits of 
the controv ersy ov er Rhod esia, 
the problem of who shall v ote 
and what form of gov ernment 
shall be established within a 
cou ntry is a matter entirely to 
be d etermined by the people 
themselv es. If the same princi­ 
ple were applied in all cases— 
as, for instance, in regard to 
Eastern Eu ropean gov ernments 
—the 
U.N. 
Secu rity 
Cou ncil 
cou ld be asked to impose sanc­ 
tions on the d ictatorship cou n­ 
tries which now tell the small 
nations what kind of gov ern­ 
ments they may hav e. 
The Moscow regime, howew 
er, hold s a v eto in the secu rity 
cou ncil and cou ld prev ent any 
su ch step from being taken. So 
it tu rns ou t that the weaker na­ 
tions in the world can be inter­ 
fered with, while the major pow­ 
ers can continu e to med d le in 
the internal 
affairs of other 
cou ntries and impose sanctions 
of their own withou t any pu ni­ 
tiv e action by the United Na­ 
tions. 
The members 
of 
Congress 
who wrote the letter calling for 
the end of economic sanctions 
against Rhod esia feel that the 
African nation has not harmed 
any other cou ntry . Ind eed , they 
believ e that it has stood 
u p 
against the sanctions imposed 
from the ou isid e, being confid ent 
that, in the long ru n, the prod ­ 
u cts it has to sell wou ld u lti­ 
mately be so important that the 
pu rchasing cou ntries wou ld want 
to d o away with the sanctions 
and resu me normal trad e rela­ 
tions. That’s what is happening 
now.
